THE “PEN” GROUNDS 


The penitentiary grounds at Edmon- 
ton, it is stated, are being turned over by 
the department of justice to the depart- 
ment of militia.

WEED CAMPAIGN LEADERS 

Sixteen supervisors have been ap 
pointed by the provincial Minister of Agr 
culture, whose duty it will be to give 
leadership, direction and energy to the 
campaign for the destruction of noxious 
weeds. If the selections have heen well 
made, the number is not too large, and the 
expense is a minor consideration. Weeds 
cost the province every year enougt 
money to pay the salaries of a whole host 
of official exterminators. No part of the 
province is exempt from toll; and the more 
favorable the growing season and the 
larger the crop that should be reaped, the 
greater the loss imposed by weeds. As 
matters stand, nothing but a province- 
wide campaign, waged relentlessly until 
the snow flies, can accomplish anything 
reasonably in keeping with the gravity of 
the menace which overhangs agriculture 
in Alberta, and therefore every other in- 
terest in the province. If such a campaign 
is to be carried through, active leadersh'p 
and competent direction are necessary in 
all parts of the province and at all times 

According to the representations 
which have been made by the weed board, 
and by prominent farmers, there is no use 
expecting that the weeds can be propa- 
gandized out of Alberta by the distribution 
of pamphlets and the making of speeches 
These have their part in stirring up the 
public to action. But if the record of past 
éfforts is what it is said to have been, the 
supervisor will have to be a good deal 
more than an educator and ady.ser. He 
will also have to be clothed with authorit) 
to issue orders to individuals and munic’ 
palities where admonitions fail, and to pee 
that the orders are obeyed. Unless the 
public indifference to weeds has 
grossly misrepresented, the
